BTATB POLITIC*. 


WILLCOX, May 24.—The Indians hav- 


ing been forced into s small section of 
country north of the railroad, with the 
troops after each of the small bands and 
4very water "hole guarded, it is only » 
question oil a very short time when they 
will besnrroanded and captured. They 
tis all heading for the Sau Carloa Res- 
ervation, where they will meet with 
^ui'te 
a ' different 
reception 
from 


former times, as" orders are imperative 
to kill all hostiles approaching tie res- 
ervation, which is well guarded by 
troops and friendly Indians. Tbe Chir- 
oahnas and Whits mountain Indians 
have made solemn promises to attack 
and kill any hostiles and to aid the 
troops by ajl means in their power. 
General Miles and staff arrived here 
this afternoon and will make this their 
headquarters (or aorne time. A troop of 
aavalry arrived by special train to-day 
and at dark started oat after the band 
•which killed a Mormon and took his 
two horses last evening about ten miles 
from Fort Thomas. The General has 
enlisted a company of Menoans and an- 
other of white citizens, who started at 
ten o'clock to-night for the mountains. 
In addition to their pay the General has 
offered a reward of $50 for each Indian 
or bead of an Indian brought in here 
and $2,000 for Geroninco or his head, 
which has eioited great enthnsiasm 
among the volont«ers, who are notions 
to gain glory and wealth. The hostiles 
have never been so hard pressed before, 
not having had a moment's rest for tb* 
oast three weeks, and are worn out, as 
is indicated by their slow movements, 
»nd by the few murders and depreda- 
tions they have committed during their 
retreat from Gayco. The outlook for a 
speedy settlement of the war is most en- 
couraging and the people have never be- 
fore felt EO hopeful. 


Enntrru HlDiDB Excitement. 


Niw YOBK, May 21.—A special from 


Parkersbnrg, W. V., says: The eioite- 
mtnt over the recently-discovered gold 
in Boone and adjoining counties con- 
tinues to increase. It is reported that 
Thomas Williams, a returned California 
gold-miner, who discovered these mines, 
passed through here yesterday, en route 
for o point on Spring Creek, where be, 
•with his companions, has opened up a 
test mine. Williams declares he has 
snuk a shaft at the above-mentioned 
point about twenty-two feet below the 
surface, and found pay dirt and qnartz 
lock containing gold and silver to the 
amount of $125, or thereabouts, per 
ton, for which he show a guaranteed 
assay from responsible persona at Wash- 
ington. Other members of the party 
Will be along presently, aud work will 
begin in earnest on the land leased by 
the New Turk syndicate. Several old 
miners have been here for several days, 
awaiting the arrival of Williams. They 
all express the opinion that there is 
really something solid in all the reports 
of the finding of gold and silver in the 
mountains of West Virginia. 


The New York Times' Washington 


special of tbe 24 says: The President 
at last talks tu t,orne oi his visitors very 
frankly about liis approaching wedding 
without manifesting any irritation or 
annoyance at the natural and good rta- 
tured curiosity of the public.

The President bus not yet, how- 
ever, seen fit to go so far as to permit 
the public to learn on what date tbe 
ceremony is to be or where it is to be.

Rickey is an old Nevadan; has done and 
is still doing a heavy business in the 
oaule line; is thoroughly known and 
appreciated throughout thewholeState, 
and possessed of strong will power and 
would, if elected, be Governor de facto 
as well aa de jure. 


The Tribune desires to see the strong- 


est man of the party nominated and if 
Mr. R. is that man he will receive the 
unwavering support of this paper. Four 
years ago the Republican party was 
handicapped by the nomination of one 
ol the mo'st unpopular men in the State 
and the consequence was a disgraceful 
defeat, wherein if the favorite ol the 
time, Kinkead, had received the nomin- 
ation the State would not have been 
compelled to suffer as it has. The 
Tribune will take especial pains by per- 
sonal observation to ascertain the leel- 
ing concerning Mr. Rickey and from 
time to time make known the state of 
affairs as collated. 


COMMITTEE WOBI. 


The Reveille speaks as follows of the 


work of the Republican State Central 
Committee: 


Last Thursday the Republican State 


Committee held a meeting in Virginia 
City and set the political pot boiling. 
The only rtiil contest occurred upon the 
location of the State Convention, Elko 
and Curson being the rival nominations. 
The Eastern delegates favored Elko and 
the Westerners stood by the capital city. 
The Carson champions claimed that tha 
Democratic influences now at work there 
rnaiii! it problematic as to whether Orms- 
by county could be c irried this Fall un- 
less tha Stute Convention was held 
there, «to. The Eastern delegates boot- 
ed at this pleading the baby act and re- 
minded the delegates that tun Eastern 
counties were not so prone to Republi- 
canism and uataraliy needed all the 
help they could get and besides that the 
East waq entitled to it anyhow. The 
balloting showed that Elko and Carson 
were about equnl andtbattheHumboldt 
votes held the balance of power. Mr. 
Harvey who voted these two .votes did 
not seem to grasp tho situation aud 
change his votes from their useless sup- 
port of Winuemncca to Elko on eitlier 
the first or second ballot and allowed a 
;hird vote to be taken, which gave Car- 
son the convention by one majority. 
Lincoln oonnty sent its two proxies to 
Storey county men and they voted for 
Carson. 
Lander's two votes were held 


by a Washoe representative bni were 
both recorded for Elko. The conven- 
tion will have 144 members, the repre- 
sentation being based upon the Elaine 
vote of two years apo on a rutio of one 
to eajh fifty or fractionul part. Lander 
gets eleven" delegates and Storey leads 
off with thirty. The convention will be 
held September 24th aud the primaries 
September llth.
